The woman who now occupies the pri- 
vate secretary's room is a Miss Steven- 
son, London born, 
Scotch father and of a French mother. 

After serving Lloyd George privately 
as secretary, in connection wfth his 
preparation of the national Insurance 
act, she became one of his official pri- 
vate secretaries when he became chan- 
cellor of the exchequer in 1018. In 1015 
she followed him in the same capacity 
when he became minister of munitions, 
being the second in rank of his five pri- 
vate secretaries. She then went with 
him to the war office, where she occu- 
pied the same position on his staff. 

Now that he has become prime minis- 
ter she has been advanced to the role 
ot his principal private secretary, and as 
such will receive a salary of some $4,000 
a year, rising to 0 000. 

Miss Stevenson ts a graduate of the 
Royal Holloway college and of the Lon- 
don university. Her only brother was 
killed last year in the battle of Guinchy. 
Among the best known of her prede- 
cessors have been Lord Rowton, the pri- 
vate secretary of Lord Beaconafield, the 
late Sir Schomberg McDonnell, who was 
the private secretary of Lord Salisbury, 
and Sir Algernon West, who was pri- 
vate secretary of Mr. Gladstone.
